As she was 
stalled in a lonely part of the road, the 
high-powered car of Asad Rustum came 
along: Mr. Rustum, who lives in Hast 
Orange, N. J., is on his way to Washing- 
ton. “He éffered to tow the scout car. A 
line was passed, and he accomplished the 


seemingly impossible task of: bringing the 81 


car almost into Havre de Grace. Just be- 
yond Charleston his chauffeur, to avoid a 
sea of mud, swerved to. the side of the 


road. -The car-ran along the side ofa 
bank, tipped at a dangerous angle. Be- 


hind the scout car came skidding at the 
end of the line. It ran too far up the 
bank, and for a second or two hung almost 
upon two wheels. By a quick turn of the 
wheel Mrs. Schultz brought the car down 
the bank into the road. 

“Twice the baggage car caught fire and 
the. baggage had to be unloaded. 

The vilgrims were escorted over the long 
bridge into the town by the Wilson Social 
Club, The band that headed the parade 
was led by Mrs. Grace Thompson, cornet- 
fst and Suffragette. 

The advance guard was escorted to the 
Mayor's: office.

The hikers were warned against them.

Bway Guilty of De- 
frauding a Working Girl-— Sev- . 
eral Charges Against Buchler. 


The, Appellate ple disbarred M. 
Francis Kenny yesterd 
William Paul Buchler from practice for 
one year. The complaint against Kenny 
was filed by the ‘County Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation and was referred to Official Ref- 
eree John J. 'Wreedman. Kenny was 
charged with having appropriated $30 
received from @ client for his owp pur- 
poses. 

Kenny requested a number of adjourn- 
ments of the trial’ before the Official 
Referee and failed to appear when~ ‘the 
matter was finally set for hearing. The 
Referee. was convinced that the charge 
was true ang observed: 

“The actual issue in controversy is 
whether it ‘betrays such moral corrup- 
tion as unfits him for membership in an 
honorable profession.’’’ Referee Freed- 
man decided that it did and continued: 

Fy Another sinister feature of the case 
is the. helpless condition of the com- 
plainant. A poor working girl, ‘she 
seemed to the respondenf an easy victim 
of his rapacity.” -’ \ 

Kenny neglected to pear before the 
Appellate Division t6 fight the confirma- 
tion ‘of the. Referee’s’ report and it was 
unanimously approved. 

The case of ,Buchler: was more complhi- 
cated than that of Kenny. © He’ received 
$200 in settlement for an accident which 
resulted in death and $100.from the par- 
ents of the deceased to pay the under- 
taker’s bill, and Referee Freedman found 
that: he: had used this money for his own 
purposes, although he finally repaid it. 

The undertaker’s bill was just $100, 
but Buchler refused to. pass.over the 


money entrusted to him by-the parents, 


saying it would -prejudice his suit to 
recover for the death. He persuaded 
the undertaker to settle for $90 and gave 
two checks. One of the ‘checks which 
had been: dated ahead was returned, 
marked -no funds on the advanced datc 
and was-not paid for three weeks. 

In ‘the: meantime he ‘had accepted $200 
in settlement Of the death claim out: of 
which he. was entitled to $100 under a 
contingency, agreement. The Referee 
reasoned that he must :have. used, this 
money, before: the second check b ne 


‘| due, because: he failed to. pay«his client 


the. other $100. of the death settlement 
until four months later. 

Two charges against Buchler were pre- 
ferred, by Morris Kopfstein, another cli- 
ent. He complained that Buchler kept 
all except $400 of a $613 judgment and 
concealed from him another collection of 
$482 on his behalf. Later he gave Kopf- 
stein a note for $600, which had to be 
renewed. and which was not paid on the 
date the renewal note fell due. At last 
Buchler got a release from Kopfstein on 
paying a lesser sum. Referee Freedman 
reported: 

“The respondent seems to think that 
it is a defense to the charges,to say the 
events took place in: 1907, when he was 
25 years old and admitted only three 
years. He states the charges are stale, 
dragged by malice out of the forgotten 
past, and that he has since been prac- 
ticing his: profession with success, with- 
out criticism and in good repute. He 
then proceeds .to claim that there is no 
evidence that he intentionally used his 
client’s. money, that he carelessly ‘over- 
drew his account.’ 

In fixing Buchler’s sentence, Presiding 
Justice -Ingraham said: 

“There is no. evidence as to the re- 

spondent’s character for the five years 
since the offense was committed, but 
still the charges were not made until 
four years after the offense, and so far 
as appears, there are no other charges 
against him.’

Working Girl Tells How They Swap 
Work to be Well Dressed. 


Little Florence Zuckerman, © who 
described herself as a “real aristo- 
crat, beeause IF get $10 a week new,” 
told the audience at the ‘white ods 
mass mecting at the Berkeley Theatre 
yesterday morning how the poorly paid 
girls of the factories manage their 
démestic economies so they can dress 
respectably and well while earning so 


little money. 

“People say we cannot need money 
because we never look badly dressed,” 
she said, “but we have to look: pretty 
and neat and we help each other to do 
it. It is hard work, because we have 
‘to work until late at night. But we 
can get-things very cheap if we:hunt 
around -on the push carts. It takes 
much time.to find the things we want, 
damaged goods, perhaps, and I have 
made shirt waists that cost only. fif- 
teen or twenty cents, and a good skirt 
‘for a dollar. One girl I know\takes 
her’ father’s and brother's ‘coats’ and 

makes them into coats for herself.

.. THE NEW YORK SYMPHONY. 


Pieces by Elgar Played—Mme. Alda 
and Mr.: Durieux Soloists. 


‘Walter Damrosch, who has been one of 
the most zealous champions of Sir Edward 
Elgar in this country, gave that English 
composer a prominent position on the pro- 
gramme of the New York Symphony So- 
clety’s ‘eoncert .yésterday afternoon in 

éolian’ Hall, His series of “Entgma-” 
‘Yyariations ‘took the placé of a symphony, 

and the ‘march, “Pomp and Circum- 

stance,” brought the concert to a resound- 
ing close. Both are familiar to New York 
concert-goers from frequent repetitions. 
The.variations are ene of Elgar’s most 
successful orches‘r..l compositions. In 
them he does not become so heavily in- 
volved with numerous and ‘closcly -packed 
themes and: their development in what is 
often not ‘elucidation, as he does in the 
symphonies. The theme of his “ Enigma” 
variations is more of a theme than many 
that Elger has put much intense applica- 
tion upon and its flowering into varia- 
tions is a more spontaneous growth than 
has been observed in some of his more 
seriously intended. orchestral compositions.
